SAN ANTONIO. Tex. (AP>- 
President Johnson visited an 
Army hospital here today for in­ 
testinal X-rays that will be 
flown to Bethesda. Md.. for 
study by Navy doctors and a 
Mayo Ciinic internist. 
Johnson spent about 75 min­ 
utes at Brooke Army Medical 
Center where he was X-rayed 
for a chronic intestinal disorder 
called diverticulosis. 
The Texas White House said 
the X-rays would be sent to the 
Naval 
Medical 
Center 
at 
Bethesda. where Johnson twice 
underwent surgery. It said the 
raiographs would be examined 
by the President s personal phy­ 
sician. Vice .Admr. George G. 
Burklev. and by Dr. James Cain 
of the'Mayo Clinic, “ for com­ 
parison with films taken during 
previous years. " 
The White House announced: 
“ The President is feeling fine 
and is carrying on an active 
schedule." 
However. Johnson aides never 
have ruled out the possibilit>’ 
that the X-ray findings may 
prompt presidential doctors to 
recommend surgerv'. 
The President personally dis­ 
closed last Thursday that he 
was afflicted with diverticulosis. 
a condition that produces pouch­ 
es on the inner lining of the 
large intestine. Normally no 
surgery is needed to treat this 
ailment. 
It seemed apparent, however, 
that the chief executive's medi­ 
cal 
advisers 
were 
awaiting 
careful study of today's X-rays 
before making any announce­

Dr. Cain has been treating 
JohCiSon regularly ever since 
the President, as Senate Demo­ 
cratic leader, suffered a heart 
attack in 1955.

Knox was seized .May 31 when 
he entered Haiti under an as­ 
sumed name and paid a doctor 
$60 to cut two scars into his 
face, the government says. It 
contends he acted as a I^ritlsh 
special agent. 


But the British government 
claims that Knox was more 
Walter Mitty than James Bond 
—a man who got into trouble be­ 
cause he liked to create an aura 
of mysterv’ around himself.

McGovern Claims Gains 


WASHINGTON (APi - Net 
gam for Sen 
George S. Mc­ 
Govern after two days in the 
DemfX'ratic presidential race 
appears to be endorsement by 
several former Kennedy aides, 
approving nods from some for­ 
mer Kennedy supporters and 
two delegate votes. 
But. the South, Dakotan said 
Sunday, he has at least a “ fight­ 
ing chance" to beat out the oth­ 
er two announced candidates. 
Sen Kugene J. McUartliy and 
Vice President Hubert H Hum­ 
phrey 
M(<lovern commented on a 
radio-television 
program 
24 
hours after he entered the race. 
He intends to use the medium 
as the chief vehicle for his 11th 
hour drive before the I)em<x*rat- 
ic National Uonvention opening 
in Chicago two weeks from to­ 
day. 
His schedule included three 
tentative television taping or 
live sessions today and another 
Tuesday 
M(<iovern. a 46-year-old for­ 
mer college professor with a 
record of w’inning uphill tights, 
invoke the name of Sen Robert 
F. Kennedy numerous times 
when he formally announced 
Saturday 
He launched his candidacy in 
the Caucus Room of the old 
Senate Office Building where 
both Robert and John Kennedy 
launched theirs. 
McCiovern said he would cam­ 
paign on a Kcnncdy-style get- 
out-of-Victnam plank. 
“ I believe deeply in the twin 
goals for whi(‘h Robert Kennedy 
gave hLs life.” he said, “an end 
to the war in Vietnam and a 
passionate commitment to heal 
the division in our own six'iety. 
His avowed hope is to pick up 
the 300-plus convention dele­ 
gates pledged to Kennedy when 
the New York senator was slain 
last June 6 But the immediate 


impact was far from encourag 
ing. 
Only two members of the Ne­ 
braska delegation which Kenne­ 
dy won in a primary dec'lared 
their support for McClovern, an 
Asscx’iated Press poll showed. 
Assembly Speaker Jesse Un- 
ruh. leader of the 174-member 
Calih rnia delegation, said he 
was “very happy to see Sen. 
Mc<iO‘^ern participate" in the 
race. 
But the delegation won by 
Kennedy only hours before he 
was shot reaffirmed its inten­ 
tion to go to the convention un­ 
committed. 
The chairman of the Nebras­ 
ka delegation said 20 to 23 ot the 
30 members are still unpledged 
although this could change at a 
caucus this week. 
In Colorado. State Rep Rich­ 
ard Gebhart who headed Kenne­ 
dy's state campaign, said he 
had no reason to believe Kenne­ 
dy-pledged 
delegates 
would 
come out for Mc(iovern before 
the convention. 
There was no comment from 
the Kennedy family, but Mc­ 
Govern said he neither expected 
nor would seek any. 
Quick 
endorsement 
came 
from former Kennedy aides 
Pierre 
Salinger. 
Arthur 
M. 
Schlesinger Jr. and Frank Man- 
kiewicz. 
The latter 
handled 
press matters for Robert Kenne­ 
dy and will do the same for 
Mc*Govern. 
McGovern said he had talked 
to other top Kennedy aides and 
had been given “ a very green 
light from all of them.” 
But both Humphrey and Mc­ 
Carthy indicated they expect 
McGovern to have little impact 
on their campaigns 
“ I really don’t think it will 
have apprcx'iable effect,” said 
Humphrey who also claimed 
1,6(X) delegate votes, more than 
the 1.312 needed for nomination 


McCarthy, ec'hoing the same 
sentiment, said that if anything 
it will make it easier for Kenne­ 
dy delegates to “come to me ' 
McGovern, 
before 
he an­

It was the third time since his 
birth control encyclical was 
issued that the pontiff spoke 
publicly in its defense.

against contraceptive devices 
and pills. 
The encyclical continued to 
spawn controversT around the 
world.

There were 41 farmers and 
dealers who attended the grain 
drving meeting last Monday at 
the 
building 
Seven 
farmers reported on th e ir 
expt'rience with various drying 
methods and equipment in the 
morning A representative from 
the electrical power source and 
the propane gas dealers also 
spoke to the group. In the 
afternoon Bob 
(Jeroge. 
Kxtension 
Engineer, 
showed 
slides on drying systems he had 
seen and visited over the state. 
He also explained the theory of 
grain dr\ ing It is his belief that 
to have the least cost for corn 
harvesting, the farmer should 
harvest and drv' 5 per cent of the 
corn crop each day and average 
harvest at 23 per cent moisture. 
If you are a farmer having 
difficulty 
with 
your 
drying 
e q u i p m e n t 
or 
a r e 
contemplating new bins and 
dryers I think you would gain 
talking to one of these farmers 
who has a sv’stem similar to 
yours. This seems to be an area 
where experience counts a lot 
and reading the book solves 
only some of the problems you 
usually encounter in trving to 
get wet corn through a dryer at 
a fast rate. 


Feedlot Tour 
Last Wednesday 24 feeders 
and 
bankers 
attended 
the 
feedlot tour on four farms near 
Mexico. Mo. On this tour they 
were able to see beef cosLs in 
investments as far as facilities 
were concerned. The cost of an 
investment on each farm was 
given and a rough estimate of 
the cost of grain was also 
reported. I think these feeders 
agreed that this was a better 
tour than last year as they had 
more time to see the facilities 
and hear the storv’ told by the 
feeder and farmer at each stop. 
The value of this type of tour 
was expressed in the number 
who attended. It Ls estimated 
that between 800 and 1,000 
attended 
from 
nearly every 
county in the state who feed any 
number of beef cattle. This tour 
afforded the opportunity to get 
some cost figures together and 
probably rates of return from 
the cattie feeding business. 


Moths Are Flying 
The buff-colored moth, flying 
over your lawn ahead of the last 
week are the fore-runners of the 
web-worm moth. Spraying to 
tiy to kill the moth won't work 
but the control of the larvae 
which causes the lawn damage 
will. 
This web-worm larvae 
which will hatch out in a week 
is a gray worm with small 
brown spots over their back and 
a black head. They are about an 
inch long when they mature and 
they live for about four weeks 
as a larvae. Brown spots appear 
in the lawn when the worms are 
numerous. 
Usually 
a 
large 
number of robins will move in 
to feed on the larvae. 
Corn Silage 
Having your silage analyzed 
this winter will assist you in 
balancing 
rations 
to 
obtain 
m axim um 
p ro d u c tio n . 
However, this winter will be too 
late to change a composition in 
feeding value of the silage. The 
only time to determine the 
feeding value is stage of growth 
in which you harvest the corn 
tor silage and the additives you 
add at time of filling. Cutting 
the corn too early will reduce 
the dry matter yield per acre 
and the energy content. More 
mature corn will have a higher 
proportion of grain and dr>' 
matter and 
therefore 
more 
energy. 
Adding urea at the time of 
ensilage increases the amount 
of protein in the silage. Use ten 
pounds urea, ten pounds lime 
plus 
two pounds Dicalcium 
phosphate, or even better with 
60 per cent silage use 13 pounds 
urea, 
2 ^ 2 
pounds 
of 
Dicalciumphosphate 
and 
4Va 
pounds of trace mineralized 
.salt. 
There are several farmers 
who added urea to their silage 
last year and were well pleased 
with 
the 
results. 
Forage 
analyzed 
next 
winter 
will 
provide for correct and cheaper 
feeding with silage. This is a 
good way to save some money. 
Most farmers will 
tend to 
continue feeding protein at the 
same rate when 
it is not 
necessary, if urea is added to 
the silage, 


Birt h IX’ f ei’ ls 
Pettis County farmers raising 
pigs were recently reminded 
that they are an important part 
of the research team trying to 
discover the rea.soas for birth 
defects 
Birth deformities rank sec'ond 
as the cause of death in children 
under one year of age. And 
nearly a thousand birth defect 
babies are born in Missouri 
each year. 
The Environmental Health 
Studv program at UMC believes 
finding out how birth defec'ts 
occur in pigs will lead to 
preventing 
birth 
defects 
in 
humaas. 
Birth defects develop during 
the first third of pregnancy in 
animals and humaas 
During 
this time the cells divide and 
subdivide causing growth of the 
embryo. And during this time 
something may happen to cause 
the young to be born with 
defects. 
Recent discoveries show that 
certain 
things 
in 
our 
environment 
cause 
birth 
defects 
Some examples give 
proof of this study. Women 
taking thalidomide in the first 
third of pregnancy, and cows 
fed certain lupine plants during 
the first 40 days of pregnancy 
have shown birth defects in 
their young. 
Swine producers hold the 
important key to unlock the 
doors for the researchers on 
birth defec'ts. Sows and gilts are 
found on many or most farms 
over the State of Missouri. Such 
factors as multiple births, twice 
a year litters, and geographical 
spread over each county makes 
this animal ideal for research on 
birth defects. 
Producers 
can 
help 
by 
keeping a record on the number 
of sows and gilts farrowing pigs. 
This information is needed to 
secure the rate at which birth 
defects are occurring. This and 
all information will be kept 
confidential and used only in 
this study. 
Recording the number of 
sows and gilts bred but not 
farrowing. We do not know why 
some sows or gilts fail to 
prpduce young. It could be that 
something happened during the 
gestation peri^ which killed 
the total litter. 
Keep a record of the number 
of pigs born alive and dead, and 
the number with birth defects. 
It is natural for all young to be 
born alive. When one or more is 
dead, 
at 
birth, 
something 
occurred to cause the death. 
Remember, 
it is just as 
important for farmers with one 
sow to report as for those with a 
large number. Even if your pigs 
have no defects at birth send in 
your report — researchers need 
to know the geographical area 
of the healthy pigs as well as 
those with birth defects.

conditions favor the operation 
of fertilizer and lime spreading 
equipment with a minimum of 
damage to established sods. 
Hay has often been referred 
to as a necessary evil. With hay 
hai-vest fresh on their minds, 
many farmers would agree with 
this statement. Even though 
improvements have been made 
in recent years, there is still 
considerable labor involved in 
storing, and then feeding hay. 
While it is impossible to 
eliminate hay or stored feed of 
some kind, cattle men are 
finding that fertilizing fescue in 
August can really reduce their 
winter feed requirements. In 
some cases, it is necessary to 
feed only on those days when 
snow cover is present. 
Key to the program lies ir 
getting needed fertilizer applied 
in August or by Labor Day. The 
fall growth of fescue is allowed 
to grow and accumulate during 
fall and early winter. During 
December or January, cattle 
are turned in and allowed to 
harvest

Characteristically, 
fescue retains its green color

At the same time they 
will increase available pasture 
from seed fields this fall. 
Late summer fertilization has 
long been recommended for

Treatments applied at this time 
give higher seed yields than 
spring applications. In addition, 
less lodging seems to occur 
from late summer treatments 
and this is an important factor 
in many seasons. The added fall 
growth is a bonus which in most 
cases can be utilized effectively 
by livestock on the farm.

Corporations 
Posing Major 
Farm Threat 


COLUMBIA, Mo. (APi - The 
most alarming situation facing 
farmers is, in the opinion of a 
Missouri farm leader, the in­ 
vasion of agriculture by giant 
corporations. 
The view was expressed in a 
speech prepared by Fred V 
Heinkel for delivery here today 
Heinkel is president of the 
Midcontinent 
and 
Missouri 
Farmers associations and was 
a speaker at the one-day con­ 
vention of the two groups on 
the Stephens College campus. 
About 6.000 delegates and 
guests were expected. 
The speakers’ list included 
Sen. Stuart Symington, D-Mo., 
and B. J. Malusky, general 
manager of the Farmers Union 
Grain Terminal Association of 
St. Paul, Minn. 
Heinkel identified the feared 
giant corporations as “ principal­ 
ly a bunch of greedy feed com­ 
panies.” He said “ independent 
kmily farmers have in the 
main been forced out of the pro­ 
duction of broilers, eggs and 
turkeys” and warned that the 
same practices are ueing ex­ 
tended to hogs. 
‘‘The company furnishes the 
pigs and the feed,” Heinkel said. 
‘‘The individual furnisTies the 
land and all the labor and gets 
$2.00 per hog. To earn $2,000 the 
individual would have to feed 
1,000 pigs. A hundred such op­ 
erations in a trade territory 
would wreck the hog business 
for all farmers.” 
Heinkel called for an investi­ 
gation by the Federal Trade 
Commission and also said that 
the commission should look at 
trade practices in the fertilizer 
industiy. He alleged that some 
corporations, mostly oil com­ 
panies, have gobbled up most of 
the independent fertilizer com­ 
panies.

Task for New President: 
Rid Pentagon of Lethargy

WASHINTiTON (NEA- 
Wh(H'ver is ekx-ted president of the United States 
m November will have to engineer a shake-up of the 
Pentagon and U.S. defen.se plans 
Now coming to light is the highly serious danger 
to this country's future sec'urity resulting from 
certain weakne.s.ses Robert S. McNamara built into 
Department of Defease machinery' during his seven- 
year tenure. 
It now takes an estimated eight years in the 
llnited States to push a major new defease system 
from conception to employment. 
This compares with four to five years m the Soviet 
Union. It compares with the three to four to five 
years required in various pre-McNamara eras in the 
UniU'd States 
This means that key defease programs, such as 
the antiballistic sy.stern now planned for this 
country, may be obsolete UTore they are in 
operation 
even when flexibility and growth are 
built in. 
It means that, sUirting from scratch, with equally 
go(Kl research work, the Russians could beat the 
llnited States to the punch in putting in a large new- 
operational bomber, mi.ssile, missile defease or air 
defease .system. 
Luckily, to date the United States has been 
somewhat ahead in military research. 
But military research in the United States has 
been declining for several years. The figures are 
misleading. .Amounts spent have held rather steady, 
but rising costs have meant an actual decline in 
work Soviet military research, by contrast, appears 
to be on the increase. New Soviet work is extremely 
good in a wide variety of miliUiry-sceintific-technical 
fields. 
This II.S, dec'line had oc-curred in a period when 
st'ience is opening so many new doors that 
breakthroughs can come at any time. The country- 
which makes breakthroughs and exploits them 
quickly may be able to put itself in a highly superior 
military position 
By contrast, the country which moves too slowly 
in research and development and in exploiting 
research breakthroughs may find itself looking dow n 
the cannon's mouth. 
These McNamara'mtsc-alculations have been so 
woven into the Pentagon structure by his far- 
reaching and minute reorganization programs that 
they will be verv difficult to weed out. 
McNamara’s major mistake was the creation 
of a brain trust of theoreticiaas which now over­

Many insiders among the Republicans were angered by the 
common knowledge that in recent months Agnew had iinder- 
goru an evident ‘‘sea change” toward the conservative side 
ot the subject of Negio riots and law and order. 
Most COP governors had heard Agnew’ rip apart the re})ort 
on civil disorders by the Kerner Commission, in a closed ses­ 
sion of the CovernoVs’ Conference at Cincinnati in late July. 
Thev knew, too, that he had scolded a group of Negro 
leaders he called to his office after the riot in Baltimore which 
iollowed Dr. Martin Luther King’s assassination. 
But Nixon, the new presidential nominee, had this very 
sea change in .Agnew very much in mind when he closeted 
himsell alone to make his choice after long hours of discus­ 
sion with Republican leaders. 
The choice of .Agnew represents Nixon’s bet that the issue 
of "law and order,” embracing as it does the rise in crime, 
Negro riots, campus disturbance and recurring turmoil in 
the streets, will be uppermost in U.S. voters minds in the 
fall election. 
Most 196S candidates for niajor office have 
ample evidence to support such a calculation. 
In consequence ol this. Nixon has also wagered that it is 
more imimrtant in 1968 to try to blunt the third party drive 
ol former .Alabama Gov. George Wallace, whose candidacy 
feeds on the law and order issue, than to appeal with main 
vigor to voters in the troubled core cities. 
I'o the extent that this Nixon judgment led inescapably to 
a man w-ith clearly conservative leanings, who might offset 
some of Wallace’s strong pull in the South, the selection of 
.Agnew could be portray ed as an appeasement of GOP leaders 
in that region. 


That IS indeed the critical view as expressed in the last 
cornention hours. But the emphasis here was mostly an 
appt'asement as reward lo southern Republicans for backing 
Nixon and holding the line against the more favored Gov. 
Ronald Reagan of C'alifornia 


Whatevei- the worth of that cynical appraisal, it is not the 
entire story. 
The Wallace threat is real, not only in the 
South but in the affluent suburbs and the blue-collar city 
areas ol tfie N'( rth. 
.And with it, naturally, goes the danger that a strong W al­ 
lace showing countrywide could throw the 1968 election into 
the U.S. House of Representatives for lack of an electoral 
majority for either major party candidate. The nation could 
be in chaos for months. 
Nixon has been tantalized by the conflict betw-een the need 
to counter this danger and the need to make winning appeals 
to the turbulent core cities. 
As this reporter noted in an 
earlier column, it was plain that no matter how he resolved 
the matter his decision would seem wrong at least in part. 
The naming of .Agnew may in truth be reward for the 
South. P>ui Nixon had to come down on one side or the other. 
His decision is also a hard judgment that law and order is 
the big thing in the suburbs and that in 1968 appealing to 
their swelling legions of voters is the way to blunt Wallace 
and win the election.

HIGHWAY DEI*ARTMENT BEGINS 
BILLION DOLLAR FIVE-YEAR PLAN 
JEFFER.SON CITY. Mo. — Missouri plans to 
spend almost a billion dollars in the next five years 
on 
highway 
right of ways and construction, 
acc'ording to a statement by chief engineer M.J 
Snider of the State Highway Commussion 
One of the first projects of the five year plan, 
which started July 1. ls resumption of work on 
improving U S. 71 from south of Harrlsonville to the 
Arkansas state line Work had stopped with the 
passage of the MLs,souri toll road law that would 
have provided a toll road in that area In July, 
however, the Missouri Supreme court ruled the law- 
unconstitutional on grounds that highway user funds 
could not be used for anything except coastruction 
and maintainance of free roads. 
Other coastruction plans in the five year program 
cover the entire state and include all types of 
highways. Of the $1 billion, about $838,420,000 is 
earmarked 
for 
the 
interstate, 
primary 
and 
supplementary sy.stems. Urban areas (areas with 
5,000 
or 
more 
population) 
will 
account 
for 
$157,514,000 The breakdown for the urban total is; 
$48,961,000 for the Kaasas Cit\- area; $72,955,000 for 
the St. Louis area; and $35,618,000 for other urban 
areas. 
Plans for the ILS. 71 project call for freeway 
standards with dual, divided lanes and limited 
ac“cess. Snider said work would be pushed on 
projects for which plans are nearer completion, such 
as the Butler and Nevada bypasses 
"Then we plan to concentrate on filling the gaps, 
working from the north to provide long stretches of 
completed roadway as soon as possible,’’ Snider 
said, 
LAKE AREA TO GET SPECIAL 
BOOST IN N EXT MONTH 
Mis.souri’s wonderful recreation area around the 
Lake of the Ozarks is going to be the subject of 
dozens of articles in sports and boating magazines, 
newspapers and trade journals within the next few 
weeks, following a visit to the area by 75 of the 
nation’s top sports and boating writers. 
The group was invited to enjoy two days on the 
lake to preview mcxlels of boats and motors. As part 
of the special showing, the writers test drove all the 
new boats, affording them a chance to view the lake 
and its many developments. 
The writers were impressed with the new boats 
and motors, and doubly impressed with the beauty 
of the Missouri lake It was the first visit for many, 
and most all of them said they’d want to return with 
their families for personal vacations. 
"It’s truly a lovely place. " commented E.T. Bales, 
veteran sports editor of the Chattanooga News-F’ree 
Press, "but there is one problem —- accessibility. It 
took a combination of jets, prop planes and 
chartered busses to get us down here. There doesn’t

The acc-essibility problem will not last much 
longer, though, according to Howard Maguire, 
engineer for the aviation department of the Division 
of Commerce and Industrial Development. An 
airport with facilities to accommodate all classes of 
medium-range aircraft, including IX:-9s has been 
blueprinted and should be built within the next two 
years, depending on approval of federal funds w-hich 
will aid in the construction. Also, highway work is 
now underway near the Bagnell Dam area to 
provide divided highway traveling from Jefferson 
Citv to the lake.

CONSTANT CARE BY CREWS 
If you think your lawnmowing chores are a bother 
each

Highway 
Department and their job — caring for 32,000 miles 
of roadside greases, which requires 1,130 men and 
machines and a budget of at least $3 million. 
Opposed to the old plan of mowing twice a year 
whether the right of ways needed it or not. the state 
is now mowing more scientifically, with special 
attention given to specJal areas such as the insides of 
curves and around signs, where driver vision is 
especially needed. Also, in urban and developed 
areas, mowing is more frequent and grass is cut 
shorter to blend with the lawns in towns. 
The mowing operations are being coordinated 
with an effective herbicide and fertilizing program 
to not only improve the quality of desirable grasses 
and eliminate objectionable growth, but to keep the 
vegetation at a desirable height without as much 
mowing. 
In addition, the department has experimented 
with honeysuckle and Crown Vetch, both vine-like 
plants which do not require mowing, and plans to 
plant them wherever possible to cut down on the 
annual job.

It was after his disc'harge in 
19 46 that Agnew switched politi­ 
cal affiliations from Democrat 
to Repu blican 
He married the former Eli- 
nore Isobel "Ju dy" Ju defind in 
19 42 and they have fou r chil­ 
dren, inclu ding a son Randy, 
serving in Vietnam.
